And, now, G rant, if this is Uie best 
you can do, God help the soldiers 
placed uuder. your charge, for from 
w hat I can see you are not w orth the 
powder to blow you to h—11 ” 
Buell, unable to contain himself 
longer, joined his shifT.

TIIE DESERTER LAW DECLARED UN­ 
. 
lONjrriTUTIONAL. 


O t e t e l o * o f t h e N n p r o n t e C o o r t . 


We have the pleasure oflaying be­ 
fore our readers this moruiug, the de­ 
cision of the Supreme Court iu the case 
of JlfcOaJficrty vs. Guyer et aL, in which 
the infamous law under which elcc- 
tion-boards wcronulhnrhtad to try, con­ 
vict and puninh by d!»fn«'nehNonu»nt, 
rltiaens chained by Kadlcnl polltlciuita 
with descwlon from Ibo m ilitary .ser 
vice of the “United States, Is declared 
unconstltutlon»!and void., Thousands 
of Pcunsytvanlans have been disfran­ 
chised by this outrageous law, but, 
thanks to -an upright and fearless ju- 
dlclaiy, their rights are oneo more 
'restored. Judge ¡Strong delivered the 
opinion of the court, which, we be­ 
lieve, was concurred lu by all the 
Judges. The opinion was delivered 
qn the same day upon which Judge 
Thompson delivered the optuion of the 
Court on the Registry law. I t Is as 
follows: 
- 
McCaffcrty j Error to 'th e Court of 
r*. 
>Common Pleas of H un- 
Guyer, ct al. ) tingdon County. 
* Strong, J .—The first seotlon of the 
third article of the Constitution deter­ 
mines affirmatively who shall have 
the rights of an elector. It ordains as 
follows: " In elections by the citizens, 
every white freeman of tho age ot 
twenty-one years, having resided In 
this State one year, and In theelcctlon 
district where he offers to vote, ten 
days 
im m ediately' preceding 
such 
election-, and w ithin two years paid n 
State or county tax, which shall have 
been assessed nt least ten day» before 
the elttalion, shall enjoy tho rights of 
an elector.” The section also ordains 
that a citlMcn of tho UultedHtntes who 
had previously been a qualified voter 
of the State, and removed therefrqm, 
aud returned, and who shall have re­ 
sided in the election district, aud-pald 
taxes as aforosald, shall he entitled to 
vote, after residing in the -State six 
months ; and also Uiat.whito freemen, 
citizens of tho United States, between 
.the ages of twenty-one nñfl twenty-two 
years, and havlug.residcd-in tho State 
one yoar, offd [n the election district 
ten days as aforesaid, shall bo entitled 
to vote, although they shall not have 
paid tuxes. 
^ 
By this charter the plaintiff* In the 
casi^statcd had the rights of an elector 
when be offered his vote. He had 
eviry qualification required by the 
Cot.Htitiitlon. 
It is true, he had been 
'drafted into the m ilitary service of the 
United States, IpuJ fyiW'd to report 
after notice of tbe draft, and ho was 
registered as a deserter, hut not having 
been tried and convicted of desertion, 
hoh:ul not lost his citi/.enship, under 
tike act of Congress of March 3, 1855. 
This was decided in Huber vs Riley, 
3 P. F. $hnith 112. He was then ‘On- 
titlod to vote, unless disqualified by 
the act of .vsscmbly of Juno 4, JSGii. 
The first section of that act cnacta tliat 
in all elections it shall be unlawful for 
the Judge ok inspectors ofthe election 
to .receive any ballot or ballots from 
any person or persons embraced la tbe 
provisions and subject to the dlsabil- 
itlea Tmposed^by tbe-act of Congress of 
March 3, 1805, and th at it shall be un­ 
lawful for any such person or pernoos 
to offer to vote. The 2d and 3d sections 
impose penalties upon election officers, 
for receiving such votes, hod upon 
those disqualified, as aforesaid, far 
voting, or offering to vote. 
Tho fifth 
and sixth sections prescribe wbat shall 
be th£ evidence of desertion and conr 
-sequent disqualification,-declariug it 
to be not the reoord of conviction and : 
sentence, but oerLiflcd copies of rolls 
aud records, containing official evi­ 
dence of the fact of the desertlon-of all 
persons who were oitlzcns of the Com­ 
monwealth, and who were deprived 
of eitlzenship and disqualified by the 
said act of Congress. The act thus 
denies, tho rights of an elector to all 
who, under the act of Congress, have 
been registered as deserters from the 
m ilitary service of the U nited States, 
even though they have not been tried, 
convicted, aud sentenced for the of­ 
fence. I t attem pts to 
disfranchise 
those who are enfranchised hy the 
fundamental law 
of the Common­ 
wealth, aud it enacts w hat shall be 
the evident» of disfraucbisement. It 
Is not, It does not profess to be, a reg­ 
ulation o fth e modo of cxerotseof tho 
rlgbt to an electivo franchise. I t Is a 
deprivation of the right itself. Can, 
then, the Legislature takeaw ay from 
an elector his right to vote, while he 
possesses all the qualifications requir­ 
ed Gy the Constitution? This U t)ta 
question now befoie ua 
W hen a cltl- 
ren goes to the polls on an election 
day, with the Constituttlon in his 
band, and presents It as giving him a 
rightto vote, can he be told,"trae, you 
have every qualification1 that Instru­ 
m ent requires. 
I t declares you en­ 
titled to the rig b to f an elector, but art 
act of Assembly forbids your vote, and 
therefore it cannot be received?” If 
bo, the legislative power is superior to 
the organio law ofLhe State, aud the 
Legislature, instead of being controll­ 
ed by it, may mould the Constitution 
at their pleasure. Such is nat the law. 
A right conferred by the Constitution 
is beyaudthe reach of ieghd&tl^ inter­ 
ference. If it were not so, there would 
be nothing stable; there would bo no 
security for any right. 
It Is in the 
nature of a constitutional grant of pow­ 
er or of privileges that it cannot bo 
taken away by any authority known 
to the Government. 
It involves a 
prohibition of interference w ith 
it. 
Thus it has been held that the bestow­ 
al of judicial power upon courts Im ­ 
plies that the Legislature shall not 
exercise it. Bo tbe gift of a right to 
graut pardons vested lu the Executive, 
Is a denial o fth e possibility of grant­ 
ing pardons by auy other branch of 
thegoverom eoL Tt has always been 
understood 
th at 
the 
Legislature 
has uo power to confer the electivo 
franchise upon other ol&ases than 
tho©e to whom iM» given by the Con­ 
stitution, for tbe description of those 
entitled is regarded a» exoludlug all 
others. 
A ii these ¿are only implied 
prohibitions. BuV the third article of 
tbe Constitution is. positive and affir­ 
mative- ) t d o lares th at the persons 
described shall have tbe rights of an 
elector. Ad act of Assembly th at & ey 
shall not, is therefore directly lu con­ 
flict witfc it. I t is plain theú th at tho 
third article of tho Constitution D not, 
&B it has been argoed, m erely a gener­ 
al provision defluing tbe Indispensa­ 
ble requisites to the rights of sn elec­ 
tor, leaving to th e legislature to de­ 


term ine who m ay be excluded. On 
the contrary, it Is adescrlptlon ot thorn- 
who shalf trot bo excluded. UndoubL-* 
edly power might huvo beou conferred 
upon tho Leglfdntúre to restrict the 
right of sulTWigo. 
Ruch power has 
been given by tho Constitutions of 
some other States, and tho debs tee la 
the Convention th at formed that uu­ 
der which we now livo, show th at it 
was contemplated by some of the 
members to introduce such a proviafou 
Into ours. But it was not done, and 
therefore the right of suflVago is w ith 
us Indefeasible. 
An argum ent fn support of the pow­ 
er of the Legislature to disfranchise 
one to whom" the-C onstitution b a t 
given the rights of an elector, Is at* 
tempted to he drawn from the prsotloe 
under the former Constitutions, as 
well as under the present. On exam i­ 
nation, however, It will be found to 
have little weight. Thu Constitution 
of 1770 ordained t-hut "every freeman 
o fth e full ago o f twrnty-ono yours, 
having rcshit'd In this Blata for tho 
tq>aci‘ of oitu yi’.ir n „ \t before tho day 
ofi lection for BeprosehtaFrvt'*», ami paliü 
public tase* during that Unto, »hnuld' 
enj«»y the right of an elector.” It also 
dm'tarod that any elector tt ho tdiould 
reedvo any gift or reward for-hts voto, 
iu meat, drink, monies er otherwise, 
should forfeit his right to elect for that 
time, and suffer such .other penalty as 
future laws should direct.

been,-for the nHVjice w<ut not completa 
tinfcU the vote- wa« given. Blnce tho^ 
Conhtltutiou of 1838 waft adopted, tho 
general election law, ‘[wumed In 1831», 
enacted that the .votes of peraons who 
wsgored on the rtmult of any election 
shall l>e rejected. None of the»» nota 
of Assembly haveever been HAiictiomAl 
by judicial decision, aud they are of 
littlo value iu déterralulng w hat tho 
Constitution means. Uniform legisla­ 
tive practico m ightahl us in acoso of 
doubt, but there has been nosuch prac­ 
tice, and th e provisions of the Consti­ 
tution aro too plain to be disregarded. 
We hold, therefore that the act of 
As&embly of Juuo 4,1865, could not 
disfranchise the plaiutlff*, and th at It 
did not justify the defendants lu re* 
fusing his vote. 
Aooordlng to the 
agreement oflho parlies lu tho case 
stated, judgm ent should have boon 
givct/for the plalulltT. 
Judgm ent reversed, and judgm ent 
entered on the case stated, for the 
plalntiir, for one dollar.

T he total revenue of E n g land 
from all sources rarely reaches eighty 
m illion* sterling, <>? four hundred m il­ 
lions of doUar*. 
T his is six ty m illious 
less than ours, n o tw ithstanding the 
debt i» about double tbe am o u n t of the 
ihterest-bearing debt of tb e U nited 
States; and th e E nglish have besides 
to support a costly royal establishm ent, 
and expensive arm y and navy and the 
vast m uchiuery of governm ent over 
colonies and territories covering a fifth 
of th e habitable globe.

m ake a com parison w ith th e o th er 
g reat natious an d em pires of th e w orld 
and show a sill) greater difference in 
th e cost of g o v ernm ent between, them 
aud th is country ; but E n g lau d is tbe 
m ost costly and m ore to th e point.

have been devoted to those removed, 
\ had they been left to remain. There 
T5!?! however, room for study in the 
practice of heading-lo, because of the 
t vigor of growth and power of produ­ 
cing strong new Bboots being much 
greater in some sorts than others. 
The peach, for instance, may be cut 
back to within two feet of the crown, 
leaving not a limb or twig, and yet 
, the tree in the ensuing fall will be 
•' found, under good cultivation, to have 
made /our or five strong shoots, each 
as many feet long, and with abundant 
lateral branches. Pursue the same 
course wlih the apple, and nine times 
out ol ten the result will be only a few 
■féeble »hooU of six inches, with a 
dead tre¿~tbe following spring. The 
j>ear, when worked ©n the quince, 
will bear much more severe pruning 
back than when on the pear stock ; 
and further, some varieties will en­ 
dure more severe pruning than other . 
The grape, When cut back to two 
three buds, grows vigorously; but 
-left unpruned, it struggles-a. year 
two, produce# a few imperfect bunch 
i-, uid U- «lead. These’are some o 
the many varieties that an observing 
hoitieulturist will notice on short 
practice, nud which will soon cause 
him to feel confidence in transplant­ 
ing trees at any age, provided he be 
allowed to prune them back according 
to their age and habit¿.—Horticulturist.
